Host of tho Fill's records am never readied the 0«t isoion or th Arcliives, 

I know of no prohibition against the P3Is disclosure of "there reports" or any 
others not covered by exemptions to th Act. In fact tho FBI had been diking disclosures 
all along, particularly by leaking what it wanted out, (Hot© that as of this date the 
PM was vory worried over the ^ar Ison thing, of which it had known for months.) 

In writing about the processing of the Dallas index and --otualfe last ,eck I oaae 
reference to otter relevant records of th© same period, one Hating interviews con- 
ducted by the FBI relating to Sylvia Odio, to whioh tho natter of tho three man reflates. 

The actuality of the Odio aster is that about 13/18/63 the PaL was told the Odio 
story by a Dallas social works# named Lucille Donnell. Th© FBI thereafter undertook to 
break down Odio's credibility but I have seen no records of 30 a" of these of fort and 
none at all of any investigation of th© rasa she reported had visited her just before 
the asnassd ation and made reference to killing JFK,

Even this j/w /67 memo mates no representation of any earlier investigation of 
the three men (fir of whom X interviewed on a number of occasions) then 1 b reported 
eliiptically with tho data 9 / 21 / 64 , or 10 months later. *n fact tho FBI's initial and 
less than accurate report to the Goa iscion ms hand delivered the svaaing of tte 23 
or £ 4 , just be or the presides rollod on the report, confronting the CobuIo; ion with & 
real crisis of not ignoring it and not altering cither tho number of pages or the 
msabeiing: of tho footnotes or requiring «ny major changes in the index, all already 
set in type and in pa^ foivw for pointing, 

X recall no record from any source referring to any earlier investigatim of the 
rate, or tte Odio report and only sonic of those reflecting the efx’ort co destroy Odio's 
credibility.
